Should Guard Against Extortion. 


The Austro-Hungarian government lias already taken steps 


io protect the public against extortion in the form of exorbi- 
tant.prices for food stuffs, thus indicating that there are in the 
Old World as well as in the United.Stales those who are pre- 
pared to take advantage ,'of consumers under any pretext of 
which they can avail themselves. The European war makes 
conditions in all the countries there which are liable to affect 
prices radically, but in Auslro-Hungary regulations-have al- 
ready gone into effect providing imprisonment from one 
month to one year as the penalty for charging prices for food 
stuffs which are not absolutely warranted by conditions exist- 
ing. 


In this country the government does not take quite so di- 


rect a hand in the affairs of the people, but it is a question 
whether some sort of regulation might not be practicable and 
proper if dealers in food commodities become too grasping and 
go too far in robbing consumers under the plea that the war 
in Europe is responsible for the increases. 


The effects of war are far reaching, and that they will be 


felt distinctly in this country in Numerous ways is certain, but 
that there is good reason*for the immediate jumping up of the 
prices of foods is to be doubted. It is a year of bumper crops, 
the opportunities for exportation bid fair to be greatly cur- 
'tailed, and under such circumstances there is no reason why 
the cost,of living here should materially ind'ease. Some of 
the retail dealers admit this and charge, the advances that have 
already taken place to men "higher up." One meat dealer 
has the hardihood to say he does not think the war will make 
any difference in the price of meat, as the packers can control 
that product, war or no war, and most people will agree with 
him. 
But to begin now to push up the prices of vegetables, 


flour, butter and other products of this country because there 
is war on the other side of the Atlantic appears to the majority 
of people like an unwarranted step, one for which there is no 
valid excuse whatever. 


Most Americans arc against paternalism, and wisely so, yet 


conditions might arise which would warrant action on the part 
of the government to protect the people against systematized 
extortion. 
II is already engaged in breaking up a cantaloupe 


trust in the West, and if it can give its attention to a matter of 
that sort it might properly see to it that in the purchase of the 
necessities of life the people are not subjected to wholesale 
robbery perpetrated under a flimsy pretext. 


Let America Give Fair Play. 


The newspapers of the country have heaped all sorts of 


abuse upon the great German empire without waiting to get 
the real facts. This is 
1 not in keeping with the true American 


spirit of fair play and The Herald believes thai it will not help 
America in the end. The men in Portsmouth who have seen 
service in Mexico are loud in their praise of the Germans and 
what they did in saving lives there. 
It is well known that 


ninety per cent of the news about the war is faked and that 
all that we get conies through English sources. -Let America 


. keep her head and await the finalanalysis. 


A world insurance congress is one of the things planned for 


the Panama-Pacific exposition next year. The promoters say 
that "as war is the destroyer of every form of insurance risk, 
this congress will be the greatest international peace gathering 
that the world has ever witnessed." But just now there is not 
quite as much faith in "world peace gatherings" as there has 
been at times. 


Motion pictures of the war are already in use in this coun- 


try, but whether they are a home product or were "made in 
Germany" may be a question. 
If they are only thrilling 


enough—and of course they will be—no questions will be 
asked by the audiences.
